(1) Toe ashes of Netajl Subhash Chandra 
Bose are in the care and custody of the Head Pries t, 

Rev. Mochizuki of Rankoji Temple, Tokyo. The 
Government of India have not found it possible to 
take the ashes to India because members of Netajl's 
family do not accept the findings of the Shah Nawaz 
Inquiry Commission establishing the fact of the death 
of Netajl in an air crash in Taiwan in 1945. (S.No.8) 

(il) The ashes will have to be left in Japan 
(rtenkoji Temple) until ths consent of members of 
Netajl's family for their transfer to India is obtained. 

(ill) It is understandable that Rev. Mochizuki, 
especially in his old age, desires to disembarrass 
himself of the solemn and grave responsibility for the 
custody of^ashes. Fortunately, he agreed to our 
suggestion last year to keep the ashes in the Temple 
in his custody when a sum of Rs.5,000/- - for the first 
time - was offered not for maintenance of the ashes 
but rather as a subsidy for the Temple (in appreciation 
of loyalty towards India and Netajl” as the Ministry 
put it).

(iv) The payment of ¥240,000/- was made to 
Rev. Mochizuki on 27th March, 1967. 

(v) The Ministry indicated in April, 1967 
that if the Embassy felt that an annual grant was 
necessary, there would be no difficulty in getting 
sanction in view of the unusual political significance 
of the subject.

(vl) As Ambassador is aware, pressure is 
now growing in Japan for return of Netajl's ashe 3 
to India. Members of the Japanese Delegation to the 
recent Consultative Meeting took up this matter 
informally with our Ministry saying that Foreign 
Minister Mlkl himself had been approached by the Vice- 
President of the Indo-Japanese Association, Mr.D.Takaoka, 
in this regard. 

(vli) As members of Netajl's family remain 
unreconciled to the findings of the 5hah Nawaz 
Commission and as moves are being made in Parliament 
for sending another commission to Investigate the 
death of Netajl, it is hardly possible to consider the 
question of taking the ashes back to India at present. 

The only course left open is to renew the subsidy to 
the Temple to ensure proper care and custody of 
Netajl's ashes.

Director General oi tne Asia Division m Gaimusho, 
to his office to discuss the question of iietai i 
SuDhas dhandra Bose's ashes. It seems Hr. Iguchii 
has been wrongly informed by Hr. Takaoka, Vice 
President of the In do -Japanese Association, that 
Indian jurist, Mr. Justice Khosla, was coming to 
Japan to take back the ashes of i'.etaji. I told 
Mr. Iguchi, that Justice Khosla was not coming to 
take back tne ashes but to make enquiries into 
the circumstances of the disappearance of Subnas 
Chandra bose. I explained to him that the first 
enquiry Committee, which was headed by bhah nawaz 
Khan, nad given its report some 15 years back in 
which they had given their verdict that Metaji 
died in the air crash at 1‘aipeh in 1945. This 
report was accepted by Government but tietaji's 
brother, who was a member of tne enquiry Commission, 
and otner members of the netaji’s family, did 
not accept tne fact of his deatn. That was tne 
reason why the asnes have been lying since in tne 
henkoji lemple of Tokyo altnougn tne Government 
were keen that the ashes, should be returned to 
India. I told Hr. Iguchii. that there was a demand 
from parliamentary members from West pengai tnat 
a fresh enquiry should be instituted into tne 
circumstances of bubhas hose's death. The present 
judge nas been appointed in deference to these 
demands. I told him that it was only alter 
justice Khosla presented his report that the 
question of return of tne asnes will be discussed.

Rev.Kyeei Mochizuki, chief priest of the Renkoji Temple, 
came to the Embassy to inform personally that religious 
services in memories of the fcate Subhas Chandra Bose 
will he held at Ms temple from 2 p.m. on lbth August. 
The priest said that Netaji's souli would he greatly 
reposed if some of the Embassy members may kindly attend 
the function. 

The ashes of Netaji Bose hare been preserved at the 
Renkoji Temple throughout these past years since 
cremation of his body in Taipeh after the plain 
accident in August, 1945, in which he was killed. 
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and myself called en the Head Priest, Rev. Mechizuki, *f 
Renkeji Temple, Tekye, te hand ever a sum ef ¥240,000,-

Dear Mr. Narayanan, 

1 am writing this letter regarding the ashes of the late 
Netajl oubhas Chandra Bose, at present enshrined in Klnkoji temple 
in Tokyo. 

2. WO hare been approached by the Head Priest of the Temple 
(who is the custodian of the ashes) and several other Japanese with 
the request that the ashes should be taken back to India. The Head 
Priest who is nearly 80 years old has expressed his inability to 
take care of the ashes adequately in view of his age and the 
possibility of his retiring from the temple. The other Japanese 
gentlemen also feel that these ashes should be taken baok to India 
and enshrined properly, and if there are any difficulties in 
enshrining, the ashes should at least be taken back and can be 

in India till the Government of India considers the time ripe for 
their enshrinement. 

3. This is not the first time that the matter has been 
raised with the Ministry. In the late fifties, after the Bose 
Inquiry Commission report was submitted to the Government (in 
1966-67), a similar request was made by this embassy and at that 
time the late Prime Minister. Mr, Nehru, had ruled that taking back 
it he ashes would not be practical because Netaji's family was not 

I convinced of his death and were not ready to acknowledge the 
genuineness of the ashes. He had desired the present arrangement 
with the Hlnkoji temple to continue. Nearly 9 years have passed 
slnee then and still we have not taken any step to do something 
about these ashes, nor have we given any subsidy or grant to the 
temple or the priest in Tokyo for keeping the ashes properly. 1 
would be grateful if yoh could have this matter examined by the 
concerned authorities and suggest some tangible solution to the 
problem that we now face because of the Japanese priest's request.

Flease refer to your letter No. l(33')SS/64 dated 
September 26, 1966 regarding the ashes of the late Netaji

2. We have carefully considered the suggestion that the 
ashes be taken back to India. As you know, the whole 
question of disposal of these ashes now kept in the ftanko j i 
Temple is a very complicated one. As far as the Government 
is concerned, they have accepted the findings of the Shah 
Nawaz Khan Committee. ,,r e, therefore, doubt very much 
whether the family will accept the idea of the ashes being 
kept anywhere in India either in the Netaji Museum in Cal- 
cutta itself or elsewhere. Far from agreeing to the ashes 
being brought to India, the family of Netaji Bose as well 
the politioal groups who have a vested interest in the 
matter might raise an agitation against the Government 
for trying to assert that Netaji is dead. We have, there- 
fore, come to the conclusion that it would not be proper 
to try to bring the ashes to India now. 


3. It seems to us therefore that the only thing we can 
do at present is to give some financial assistance to the 
Tokyo Temple. We were thinking in terms of a grant of 
Rs. 5,000 per year which could be handed over in the form 
of a grant to the Temple and the Priest in appreciation 
of their loyalty towards India and Netaji, If the grant 
is offered in this manner and not as consideration for 
looking after the Nrn itself, there is just a chance that 
the temple authorities might agree to continue to look 
after the ashes. We have not yet approached the Finance 
Ministry about this but have reason to think that their 
response might be favourable. We would, therefore, not 
like you to make an outright offer now but would be 
grateful for your comments on the proposal. Specifically, 
we would like to know whether the sum is adequate or 
excessive arriwhether you think that this would temporarily 
solve the problem.

During the recent Indo- Japanese Officials Consultative 
Meeting, Mr Shunji Kobayashi informally mentioned to me 
at dinner that they had received a request from the persons 
concerned that the custody of Netaji* s ashes might now 
be brought to India. I explained the position to him and 
pointed out that the matter was a little delicate as some 
people, including some members of Netajl's family, had 
as yet not accepted that Netaji had in fact died* 
Consequently, if Government were to bring these ashes back, 
it would raise an unfortunate controversy* 1 told him 
that this was a matter which time itself will resolve* 
Perhaps, in a few years, even these people will inevitably 
have to accept that Netaji had died and we would then have 
no difficulty in bringing back the ashes in a befitting 
and appropriate manner. 

2. He saw my point and said that the difficulty was 
that the Head Priest of the temple was a very old man and 
recently another prominent member of the society, who was 
looking after these ashes, had died* Therefore, these 
people were keen to pass the responsibility for the 
maintenance and up-keep <f these ashes to the Government of 
India. I Informed him that my impression was that we had 
taken up this matter with the authorities of Renkojl temple 
vlast year and that they had worked out suitable caretaking 
^arrangements in consultations with the Indian Embassy. 

Mr. Kobayasbl was not aware of these arrangements. This 
information came to him as something of a surprise. He 
speolfioally enquired from me whether we were making any 
payment etc. for looking after the ashes. I deliberately 
remained vague and told him that I was not sure what the 
details were but that a satisfactory arrangement had been 
worked out. I promised to him that I would write to our 
| Embassy to get in touch with the temple authorities and 
see what can be done for the continued care of Netaji' s 
ashes until we are able to bring them back to India. 




3. Next day, Mr. Kobayashi told me that he had written 
back to his Foreign Office in terms of our conversation but 
on the third day he along with the new Japanese Counsellor, 
Mr* S. Omori again brought up this subject. They told me

that their Embassy had received a telegram from their 
Foreign Minister who had been approached by the Vice- 
President of the Indo-Japanese Association. He did 
mention the name but I am afraid I oould not get it. 

(It sounded like Kakow)^. Their Counsellor emphasised 
that in view of the faot that the Japanese Foreign 
Minister was taking an interest , they would appreciate 
if we would give this matter our earnest consideration. 

I informed him that we would write to our Embassy as 
soon as possible and will look into this matter fully. 

4. I mentioned this subject to Ambassador Banerji 
while he was here. Evidently he was not aware of the^ 
correspondence resting with Dixit's letter N0.349-FS/67 
dated the 17th April, 1967. The Ambassador told me 
that he had also been approached by Gen. Fuji Wara and 
some others in the matter. The Ambassador suggested 
that the action might be taken on this matter on his 
return to Tokyo. We should be grateful if you kindly 
look into this matter and advise us on the position.

Thank you for your letter No.F.25/4/NG0.Vol.Il, dated 
the 30th January, 1968, regarding the care and custody of Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose's ashes. 

2. As you know, a payment of ¥240,000/- ( 4s. 6,000/-) was 
made to He v«’ Mochizukl of rtenkoji Temple, Tokyo - for the first 
time - on 27th March, 1967. It was made clear to him that the 
subsidy was being made not for the care and custody of the ashes 
but rather for the benefit of the Temple. Care was taken not 

to give dev. Mochizukl an impression that the subsidy would be 
continued annually until such time as we accepted iletaji's ashes 
back in India, but despite the delicacy of phrasing we may be 
certain that he would expect the grant to be continued annually. 

3. The Ministry indicated in April, 1967 (vide thoir letter 
No.l767/i)£&A, dated the 9th aprll, 1967) that if the libassy felt 
t.int an annual grant was necessary, there would be no difficulty 
in getting sanction in view of the unusual political significance 
of the subject. Ambassador Tyabjl had recommended that we must 
continue to compensate the Temple by asking payment of ¥240,000/- 
annually until such time as we accepted Netajl's ashes back in 
India. 

4. iis members of Netajl's family remain unreconciled to 
the findings of the ^hah Nawaz commission and as muvos are being 
made in Parliament for sending another commission to investigate 
the death of Netajl, it is hardly possible to consider the question 
of taking the ashes back to India at present. The only course left 
open Is to roasw the subsidy to the Temple to ensure proper care 
and custody of Netajl's ashes. 

5. Meanwhile, Foreign Office here have also approached us 
for clarification of our position with regard to .the custody ana 
care of the ashes pending their return to India, If.tov. Mochizukl 
has clearly apprised the Gaimusho and oth rs of position. 

'thore need /be no hesitation in acknowledging to the Gaimusho that 
we are shewing due appreciation etffa the Temple by way of monetary

PROSPECTUS for the MEMORIAL SERVICE 

At 10am, 13 august, 1945, the aircraft bearing Mr. Sbas Chandra BOSE, 
Supreme Commander of the Indian Independence .Army crashed shortly after 
its take-off from Matsuyama Air Port, Formosa. Mr. Bose suffered a serious 

injury and fell into an eternal sleep toward the evening of the same day 
at Taihoku Hospital, Formosa. * 

The body of Mr. Bose was forwarded to Tokyo together with his personal 
effects. Mr. Rhaiaa Murty received them as the representative of Indian 
residents in Japan. Mr. 3ose'3 remains was emshrined provisionally at 
the home of mt.a.M. Sahay. 

At 8pm, 18 September, 1945, his remains was secretly transferred to 

RSTKO-JI TEMPLE where funeral services were observed. His remains has since 
been enshrined at the temple to the present. 

In May, 1956, a 3-member Party led by Mr. Shanwaz Khan visited Japan 
to perform a close investigation into the cause of Mr. Bose's death. A 
member of the party refused to sign the confirmation report of his death, 
which rendered it impossible for the Party to reach any conclusion. 

On 13 October, 1957, the then Prime Minister of India, Mr. Nehru 
visited the temple to worship the remains. In October, 1953, the then 
President of India, Mr. Prasad did the same. An Ambassador of India to 
Ja^an also visited the temple. 

£? Once it was talked about that India should send a destroyer to receive 
his remains, or that a part of the great leader should be enshrined in a 

Memorial Pagoda in Japan. All these talks are about to be forgotten. 

There is in Calcutta, India 3 a rat Bose Academy. The Great Leader's 
nephew, Mr. Amiana Bose requested us to found a similar organization.

Admirers of the late Mr. Bose founded 3 3 AS CHAN IB A BOSE ACADEMY. Each 
year, his admirers have been observing memorial services on the date of 
hhis death ever since. 

The flight of time would not permit the Academy to observe the 
function alone. Moreover, leaving the matter to the hand of a single 
organization would mean lack of courtesy on the part of Japan when we 
recollect the relations of the Great Leader with Japan. 

But of course, we have not remained with folded arras so far. More than 
often, we repeated our efforts to settle the matter of returning his remains 
to his Fatherland, Regrettably enough, the matter has so far failed to 
be taken up as a subject of official negotiation between the two governments 
Moreover, the Govt, of India desires that the remains be left intact 
for some time to come. 

V/e have no prospect as to the probable time when the Great leader's 
remains will be welcomed back to his Fatherland. 4s long as his remains 


rests in Japan, it is our responsibility to protect it with highest 
courtesy. Hence the Memorial Service on his Death Memorial Day.

I have the privilege of delivering vords of tribute 
to the memories of the late Subhas Chandra Bose at his 
Memorial Service today* 

During the Seeond World War, the Netaji, then taking 
refuge in Germany, left that country aboard a German submarine, 
transferred to a Japanese submarine on the Indian Ocean and 
secretly entered into Japan* As opportunity presented Itself, 
he became the Supreme Commander of the Independence Army of 
India* By a full scale cooperation of the Imperial Japanese 
Armed Forces, he placed himself at the top of his armed forces 
and led his army into East India via Burma* He crossed the 
border between India and Burma in the Alakan Range; he 
attempted to obtain full cooperation of his comrades inside 
India* The battle proved a failure and the Second World War 
came to an end* 

The Netaji subsequently disbanded his army while he 
himself tried to fly into Japan to be prepared for another 
opportunity* On August 18, 1945, however, he suffered 
fatal injuries as a result of a plane crash at Matsuyama Air 
Port in Formosa; he died a few hours afterwards* 

I can well imagine how he felt when his attempt proved 
a failure* Heart rending is the word, Indeed* 

No other man could surpass him in the supreme tactical 
ability, shrewdness in grasping opportunities for military 
actions; and, whose spirit proved to be more ardent than his 
in determination and desire to win independence for his 
motherland ? ,,,2 


Today* the Netaji's ardent desire has been materialised* 
India has gained Independence and has since been growing * 
developing to be one of the world r s largest country* The 
independence of India ±x carries a particular significance 
to Japan when we note that the friendly relations between the 
two countries have been more and more cemented* I believe 
the gallant spirit of Mr* Bose may be observing all these 
things with a particular pleasure* 

The Netaji's precious remains have been resting In 
peace at this temple, Renko-Jl, since 18 Sept ember, 1945. The 
Netajl's friends in Japan have organised Subhas Chandra Bose 
Academy and have been observing memorial services each year 

on his birthday and on his death-day* In October, 1957, the 

/ 

then Prime Minister Nehru visited the temple to pay homage 
to the memories of the gallant soul. President Prasad did the 
same in October the next year ; and on 30 July this year 
Mr. Nijalingappa, President of the Congress took out of his 
heavily packed schedule to visit this temple for the same 
purpose. 

The fact that the ultimate settlement of the matter 
(return of his remains to India has been held pending still 
between the authorities of the two Governments is a sorrowful 
matter to all the people concerned* 

It is my desire and of everybody who admires the great 
personality to obtain the cooperation of more and more people 
for the expeditious solution of the matter (return of his remains 
to India, so as to endorse our respect to the great hero and 
to promote even further the amity between the two nations*

Ootober, 1956, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, one of the 
members of the Netaji Enquiry Committee, submitted 
his dissentient report in which he reaohed the 
conclusion that there was no aeroplane crash and 
consequently no death of Netaji from it. The 
conclusions reached by Shri Bose regarding the ashes 
of Netaji may be quoted in full

"Although, the dissentient report was not 
accepted by the Government, it shows how strongly 
Shri Suresh Chandra Bose felt about the findings of 
the Netaji Enquiry Committee. There is still nothing 
to indicate that the members of Bose family have 
changed their views, and are prepared to accept 
Netaji as dead* Any attempt to bring the ashes to 
India now is likely to hurt the feelings of the Bose 
family. It is also likely to give rise to a country- 
wide controversy since many Indians still sincerely 
believe that Netaji is alive. The unfortunate 
situation has already been explained to the Japanese 
Government by the Ministry of External Affairs, and 
they seem to appreciate our dif ficulty and are 
satisfied with the arrangements made for the keeping s 
of the ashes in Renkoji temple."

Chandra Bose's Treasure (4) 

“The Emperor in the History of Showa Era" 


Rev. Kyoei Mochizuki, Chief Priest of the Zenkoji Temple at 
No. 30, 3- chouse, Wada, Suginarai-ku, Tokyo, where the ashes of the late 
Neta.ll Bose are kept at present; is quoted as saying: I was secretely 
asked to keep the ashes of Mr. Bose in my temple, but nobody has come 
so far to reclaim them until today. In the beginning I was very much 
annoyed to see how they should be kept properly. I feared of the possibility 
that someone might taken away the ashes of such a great man without my 
knowledge while they were kept in the main hall of my temple. So 1 
wrap up the ashes in container in a peice of cloth and used to conceal 
it in the ceiling of my own room whenever I had to go out. But it 
could hardly be kept in that way all the time. I was so worried about 
keeping the ashes in my temple that I was apt to be awakened by any 
little rattling noise during night time. 

-* I kept my promise with Mr. Murthy and never dlsdosed to anyone 

about the ashes of Chandra Bose in my temple. 4s time passed and perhaps 
due to any investigation by some sources, it became to be known to 
public. Some time In 1955 or so, Mr. Shigemitsu, then Minister of 
Foreign 4f fairs, visited my temple to tell me personally that I should 
not hand over the ashes to anyone, although SHOOK there was no objection 
\ to keeping the ashes In my temple. He also warned me that I should not 
give the ashes to any one for whatever reason lest I should be put In. 
trouble because of the ashes." And I was advised by Indian Embassy 
authorities too that I should contact them Immediately if there wa 3 
' any one who embarrassed me about the ashes. And in fact, I heard that 


( there wa3 such an attempt. For instance* the wife of Mr. Sahay came to 
my temple to ask for the ashes which she said would likt to take back 
to India. She rather demanded it to me* But since I had been warned 
in advance, I told her that "I can not comply with your request because 
the ashes do not belong to me. Therefore I can not give you even a single 
piece of them." Thus I flatly refused her demand. Although I did not 
-> know any political inplications of the ashes, I began to f eel that the 


-* 






ashes were becoming a delicate object as time passed. 

In June, 19^5, the Chandra Bose Inquiry Commission sent from 
the Indian Government came to Japan, I was called to the Indian Embassy 
to give my account about the circums tances how I became entrusted with 
the ashes. The three members of the Commission said they would like 
to visit my temple after they had heard my testimony. So I took them 
to my temple immediately. I opened a white wooden box which contained 

b 

the a3hes and showed them to the Commission members, when Hr. Surish 
Chandra Bose, the elder brother of Netaji Bose, who was one of the 
Commission members was so moved that he weept embracing the wooden box 
which contained the ashes. That much was understandable. But what I 
can not understand even today is why this same man who is real brother 
of Netaji Bose was the only person of the Inquiry Commission who sign to 
the finding of the Commission that Netaji Bose died in Taipeh. 

What in the world is this? In the following year otf 1957, Prime fftnlster 
Nehru came to my temple to pay homage to the ashes of Netaji Bose 
and in the next year of 1958 Indian president Dr. Prasad also came to 
my temple. Both of them said then that the Ashes belong to India and so 
they should be taken back to India in due course. But they asked me to 
keep them in my temple until such time. But no proposal has been made 
to us so far for taking back the ashes to India.

June 25, Prime Minister Mrs. Gandhi took her time off to visit 
my temple. It was a short visit. She came^out 5 o'clock in drlzzlis 
and stayed for about half an hour, prior to her visit, I had been told 
from Gaimusho that "It may be thought that it is not proper to keep the 
ashes of Mr. Bose in Japan Indefinitely. But we would like kindly avoid 
to give any of your opinion about it to Mrg. Gandhi personally, because 
of diplomatic implications." So I told nothing about it to Mr.s. Gandhi. 
After reciting sutra, I just thanked her for her visit to my temple, 
mentioning that her father Mr. Nehru also came to this temple. Then 
Mrs. Gandhi asked me for continuous cooperation and she said that I may 
contact the Indian Embassy if there is anything to talk about this 
matter in future." That was all that she tfcld me then. They may have 
various reasons. But from the Japanese sentiments, it is difficult for 
me to understand the sentiments of Indian people* That is my present state 
of mind. 


"About seven or eight years ago, a grand- son of Indiaipoet T a gore 
visited my temple on his way back from the United States, when I asked 
him "Why don't your people take back the ashes to your home land and 
enshrine them in your country?" Then he said, "In India, people are 
offerring prayer every day toward Japan because the ashes of Netajl Bose 
XX are kept there. Such is becoming more or less an accepted practice 
in India. X3flDC Isn't that enough?" But as for me, I wonder If things 
should be so. 

In the meantime I built a small shrine to preserve the ashes of 
Netaji Bose in it, adjacent to the main hall of my temple. And on the 
memorial day of August 18 every year, I make it a point to hold a memorli 
service for Netaji Bose at my own expense. On this memorial day many 
people who knew Mr. Bose while he was in Burma usually came to my

temple to take part in tbe memorial service. And at the rate of one for 
every two months, Indian students or Indian tourists visit out temple 
these days to pay homage to the shrine of Neta^i Bose. Sometime when 
the San FransJ*o Peace conference was held» I was called to the Foreign 
Office where I was thanked from Chief of Asian Section for my cooperation 
{ for Independence of India and Xndo- Japanese friendship. As for the ashes* 
I may have to keep them continuously In my temple in future, . But as 
regards those Bose's treasures* I have no knowledge at all. But I am 

*9 sure that M r, Mur thy perhaps has all the 'keys' to them.

Mr. Mur thy was not so well off until the end of the war. 

He lived in the area in the south of Asagaya railway Station with a 
Japanese wife. Two or three years after the war* the mother of his 
Japanese wife died* when I was called for her funeral services. Since 
then we became to know each other. Later postwar, he suddenly became 
so well off. He bought foreign cars* two or three of them* and he was 
seen driving them by himself. It seems that he was prosperous as a trader 
Mr. Mhrthy did not fail to visit my temple on every occasion of the 
Neta31 memorial day with a bouquet of flowers. But since 1951 or 1952 
he ceased to come at all* According to what I heard from an Indian people 
he was recalled to India fer some reasons.

Will Chandra Bose's Ashes Be Repart ri a ted to India?

Repatriation to India of Shbhas Chandra Bose's ashes being 
kept at the Renkoji Temple (at No. 3-20, 2-chome Wada, Suginami-ku, 
Tokyo under the care of Rev. Kyoei Mochizuki) has come to the 
fore 25 years after his death in the airplane crash at Teipeh 
airport immediately after Japan's surrender in the World War II. 
Subhas Chandra Bose was leader of the Indian independence 
movement as head of the provisional Government of Free India 
in the World War II. 

Repartriati on of the ashes of the Indian leader has 
loomed large as a result of change in the policy .. of the 
Indian Government and also due to the changing trend of the 
public opinion in India about him, it is understood. 

The Indian Government recently decided to send an 
officer to Japan to make fresh inquiry info the circumstances 
of the death of Netaji Bose and appointed Mr. G.O. Khosla, 
former Punjab High Court Judge .and an internationally renowned 
jurist for this job. 

Indian Embassy authorities in Japan and also those 
concerned with the Netaji are paying attention to this 
appointment taking this as a virtual step for repatriation 
of the Netaji' s ashes to India. Cn .b. Mr. Daisuke Takaoka, 

vice president of the Indo-Japanese Association, and Mr. Seize 
Ariyoshi, President of the Japan Veterans Ass ociation, had 
a talk with Mr. Sunobe, Director of the Asian Affairs Bureau 
of the Japanese Foreign Office yesterday about this matter. 
Gaimusho authorities are understood to be preparing to open 
negotiation with the Indian parties on this matter. The 
coming August IS will be the 25th anniversary of the death of 
the Indian hero and it is hoped that a day will come soon when 
the Netaji ' s ashes be returned to his fatherland. 

The circumstances of his death in the plane crash were 
given in detail in the report prepared by the* inquiry mission 
sent from the Indian Government in May, 1956. According to 
the accounts In the report, Netaji Bose boarded a plane heading 
for Manchuria on the morning of August 18, 1945, three days 
after apan's acceptance of the Potsdam Declaration, But the 
plane crash-landed at the Taipeh airport when he suffered 
severe burns, from which he died in hospital on that night.

Hig body was cremated in Taipeh and bis ashes were 
brought to Tokyo by air.' The ashes were brought in t o the 
Rehkoji Temple on the night of September 18 by his aides, 

Mr. Ayre and Mr. Mur thy and Japanese parties concerned. Rev. 
Mochizuki of the Temple says: "The ashes seen? to have been 
refused to accept by* other temples and finally brought to 
my teroole. Since 1 thought there should be no border for the 
dead, t accepted them straightaway". 

Since then, the ashes have been kept in a small room 
specially provided in the temple. In the meantime, speculations 
were rife about the jewlry allegedly possessed by Mr. Bose 
vhen the plane crashed. In India, many people did not accept 
the death" of their hero and persistently believed that he 
still was alive. 

In order to investigate into the circumstances of his 
death, the Indian Government sent a three -man investigation 
commission including Mr. Nawaz Khan, then Secretary of Transport 
to Japan in May, 1956. The commission prepared a report on 
the basis of their findings and concluded that "The ashes kept 
at the Renkoji Temple must be most likely of the Fetaji's 
and hence they should be repatriated with all courtesy." 
Howevetf, Mr. Surish, Chandra Bose, theNetaji's elder brother, 
refused to accept this and did not sign to the report and thus 
the chance of repat oriati on of the ashes had gone. 

On every occasion of the visits of Indian leaders to 
Japan: Prime Minister Nehru in October, 1957, President 
Pradad in October, 1958, and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in 
June, 1968, they made it a point to visit the temple to pay 
homage to the ashes of the Netaji. But no talk emerged from 
their visits about repatriation of the ashes and time has 
passed while the intention of the Indian government left 
unknown to Japanese circles concerned. 

The forthcoming visit of Mr. Khosla for ce-investigation 
is observed here as indicative of the change in the feeling 
Of the Netaji's relatives, and the policy of the Indian 
Government in order to assuage the public censure against the 
government for failing to pay due respect to Netaji Bose. 

And it may also show the undying affection among Indian 
people toward Netaji Bose together with Mahatma Gandhi.
